Hall.

negro tried to stop them. 
The girl* 
threatened him 
and 
then 
hurried 
along., hoping to meet some one who 
might protect them. 
The girls say 
the negro followed them and again 
threatened to harm them. Finally the

the 
girls ran to a house ami asked for 
help and the negro disappeared. 
A 
negro was arrested and 
the 
three girls positively identified him. 
In justice of peace court the negro 
was branded as the guilty party and 
the justice decided to hold him for 
circuit court. 
It .finally developed that for some 
peculiar reason the bond was fixed 
at only $500 and then the story came 
out that the justice had made a trip 
to St. Louis to meet a 
negro who 
would *ign the bond.
